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1 . Applicant's arguments filed 06/08/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicants argue features, such as "fastening plates arranged at both sides of the 
belt and connected to one another through an opening in the belt in a non-rotational 
manner with respect to the belt, said counter-contacts being mounted on the fastening 
plate at the microphone side and connected through said fastening plate to said 
conducting filaments." These limitations, however, are found in Eriksson et al (US 
5,602,928). 

3. In regards to claim 31 , Applicants argue that Eriksson et al fail to disclose 
fastening plates arranged at both sides of the belt and connected to one another 
through an opening in the belt in a non-rotational manner with respect to the belt, said 
counter-contacts being mounted on the fastening plate at the microphone side and 
connected through said fastening plate to said conducting filaments. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with this argument. Eriksson et al do disclose fastening plates 
(See Fig. 4 and transmissive layer or tape member 21 1 ) arranged at both sides of the 
belt (See Fig. 4 and shoulder harness 206 and Fig. 5 and mesh belt 210) and 
connected to one another through an opening in the belt in a non-rotational manner with 
respect to the belt, said counter-contacts being mounted on the fastening plate at the 
microphone side (See Fig. 4 and microphone 208) and connected through said 
fastening plate to said conducting filaments (See Fig. 4 and conducting wire 212) (See 
col. 6 lines 6-21). 
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
